Aft®r inspecttng the w(n<low5 of your residence, and observing the tracks left by a dual 
surface suction cup. 1 have cofT» to the following conclusion. 

(1) The tracks are truly irKlicative of those made by special contact microphones 
8-mployed to rrwnitor the sounds emanating from within a building, without reguiring that 
the operatives instiling such devices to break and enter the building. The quality of 
audio Is quite, good with such devices and normal conversations conducted within the 
building be heard with such devices and either recorded at the location or the 
contact micfophone outputs can be connected to a small RF transmitter and received at 
a distant locstion and record^ there for future referenoe. 

(2) The®® devicee, contact microphones, are not commonly available and only the 
mof® sophisticated persons Involved in tedmicasi surveillance operations will either 
have or know how to use such devices. Certainly not the typical law enforcerrtent 
agency personnel. 

(3) With this evidence of such devices having been employed against you for some 
Uf>known reason, I would recommand that you have a complete technical surveillance 
countermeaajres sweep performsd snd also assume that all convensations within your 
resi denc e ar^ all telephone calls, Including cellular and PCS are being monitored. 
Therefore, conduct your conversations in such a manner that will eliminate this 
po®slbf® source of esv^sdroppirrg, 

(4) You c®n be sssufed that those persons conducting such operations against you 
are not dolr^ so as legally actirrg law enforcement personnel.
